Eight Me ti Meld Up Guards 
And Flee Tennessee Prison 


Armed Convicts Gag and 
Lock Deputies in Cell 
and Then Saw Bars of 
Windows. 


NASHVILLE, Tenn., Sept. 13. 
Holding up two armed guards, 
eight prisoners at the Tennessee 
state penitentiary here escaped 
early today from the tuberculosis 
hospital Inside the prison walls. 
The prisoners were all armed, 
the two guards said. The guards 
were found 15 minutes after the 
escape, locked in a cell and gag- 
ged. 
The 
convicts sawed through 
bars on windows of the peniten­ 


tiary, escaping toward Uh- swamps 
along the Cumberland liver. All 
available prison guards and city 
and county officers are search­ 
ing for them. 
Three of the prisoners were 
ceptured within two hours. One of 
them, realising Wa time would be 
up in six months, turned before be 
had gotten out of the grounds and 
surrendered to a guard. He was

years for forgery. 

John 0«cey, 
serving time for burglary, gave 
up his freedom to stay by the side 
of J. h .

PARIS, Sept. 13.—France has al­ 
ready delivered a mild protest to Pre­ 
mier Mussolini against Italian attacks 
upon France in connection with the 
attem pt to assassinate Mussolini last 
Saturday. 
The French charge at Rome, after 
conveying the congratulations of the 
French government upon the escape 
of Mussolini, 
registered

protest 
against an article in the Glornale D' 
Italia, drhich attacked France in con­ 
nection with the outrage. The French 
charge expressed to Premier Musso­ 
lini the hopes of his government that 
the Italian government would take 
steps to prevent opinion being led 
astray. 
This protest, it is understood, was 
delicately phrased but was intended 
as an indication of the French gov­ 
ernment’s displeasure with the state­ 
ments made by Premier Mussolini 
himself with regard to the French 
tolerance of anti-Facist activities. 
Press Under Restraint. 
While th© public in France is arous­ 
ed over Premier Mussolini's speech, 
the press 
is under restrain as It 
has been requested by government 
spokesmen to realize that Mussolini* 
speech was delivered in the heat of 
the moment for home consumption. 
Le Temps, which is regarded as 
speaking for the government, says: 
“Just as France will not tolerate any 
abuse of its hospitality, neither will 
she admit that any action can be ta* 
ken against foreigners who are under 
her protection and whose only crime 
is that they are not in agreement 
wit the government of 
their 
own 
country. 
The newspapers point out that an 
Italian assassinated the former Presi­ 
dent Carnot of France, at Lyons* but 
that there was no outcry for holding 
the Italian nation responsible.

advantage they aud their forebears 
have gained through long vears of 
struggle. 
For many years they waged a fru it­ 
less fight to better th e ir conditions, 
but by 1908 their organization fiad 
grown sufficiently strong to enable 
them to persuade Parliam ent to en­ 
act a law which gave' them an 8-houf 
p.y. 
It is true that there was a last- 
tom ent am endm ent to the aet which 
provided th at the t)ay should be reck­ 
oned from the first cage down to the 
last cage up in the 
mines, 
which 
m eant really an S’^-hour day, but it 
w as a grfeat victory for the m iners. 
And having gained that much they 
w ent after more, with the result thrj.

George Hoffee, formerly of Lisbon, 
against whom an affidavit was filed

proverbial that a strike 1s alw ays for 
more pay and shorter hours, but tho 
E nglish 
miners in 
the 
present 
in­ 
stance 
are striking 
against longer 
hours and less pay. 
They have been 
making* a desperate stand against re- 
linquishing any part of the econom ic 
advantage they and their forebears 
have gained through long years of 
struggle. 
For' many years they waged a fruit­ 
less fight to better their conditions, 
but by 1908 their organization had 
grown sufficiently strong to enable 
them to persuade Parliament to en ­ 
act a law which gave" them an S-houf 
ny. 
It is true that there was a lasf- 
oment amendment to the act which 
rovided that tile day should be reck­ 
oned from the firs! cage down to the 
last cage up in the 
mines, 
which 
m eant really an S’/i-hour day', but it 
w a s a grbat victory for the miners. 
And having gained that much they 
w en t after more, with the result thr^ 
presently there was a strike and a 
com m ittee was named to consider the 
problem. 
This committee, of which 
Sir Arthur 
Balfour was 
chairman, 
recommended a seven-hour day, and 
even said that it might well be six. 
"Whereupon, in 1919, the seven hour 
day law was enacted, but with the 
one-winding time proviso which made 
it in effect p. T’s-hour day. 
Post-war 
conditions 
speedily 
brought about a crisis in the coal in­ 
dustry. 
It appeared that it was In 
very much the same condition as th) 
coal industry in the United States— 
overm an ned, 
not always efficiently 
managed, and with 
low-cost 
mines 
rapidly putting out of, business tho 
m ines of high operating costs. The 
operators declared they could not go 
on unless the miners would agree to 
a return to the socalled 8-hour day 
and to a slight reduction in wages. 
The miners declared they could not 
live on less wages, and that they 
would not go backward in the matter 
oF the hours of labor. 
That 
was the deadlock last year 
when Parliament met the threat of 
ft. strike on August I by passing tin» 
act Subsidizing the mines for a peri 
,(d of nine months. At the sam e time 
fume a royal commission was created 
to make a study of the industry and 
report til May of this year. 
The subsidy, it is charged by the 
miners, 
was not as efeel ive as 
it 
should have been because it was paid 
in part to mines that were not en ti­ 
tled to It. and the royal commission 
failed to come through with an ac­ 
ceptable 
adjustment proposal. Then 
came the general strike. 
Critics of the productiveness of the 
average American worker under pres­ 
ent day conditions may be interested 
in knowing that the average annual 
output of the British miner prior to 
Hie strike was 217 tong. whereas In 
I his country the miner produces on 
an average 635'tons.
